C o n g r e s sm a n William 
Randall repo rted to William 
Hall, Indu strial Dev elo pment 
directo r, and Gary Co o per, 
ex ecu tiv e manager o f the 
Sedalia Chamber o f Co mmerce, 
that the Federal Av iatio n 
Agency had granted a 45-day 
ex tensio n o n the qu estio n o f 
clo sing the Bl ac kwa te r 
VOR statio n. 
Randall’s repo rt came a few 
ho u rs after a telepho ne 
co nv ersatio n with Hall in which 
Randall ex pre ssed o nly 
o ptimism abo u t sav ing the v ery 
high o mni-range statio n which 
gu ides aircraft to area airpo rts. 
In the earlier co nv ersatio n, 
Randall mentio ned o nly the 
po ssibility o f an ex tensio n, bu t 
then called later to say the 45- 
day ex tensio n had been made 
o fficial. 
Hall repo rted at a meeting 
Thu rsday mo rning that he had 
called fo r a special gathering o f 
the Sedalia Airpo rt Bo ard at 
7 :30 p.m. Thu rsday in his o ffice 
to discu ss the pro blem. 
He indicated that the airpo rt 
bo ard sho u ld take u p the issu e 
at a hearing so metime nex t 
mo nth co ncerning the fate o f 
the VOR statio n. No specific 
date o n the hearing was 
anno u rK’ed. 
In his mo nthly repo rt to the 
city co u ncil earlier this week, 
Hall said abo u t the FAA 
actio n:“The Directo r o f this 
d e pa r t m e n t ( I n d u s t r i a l 
Dev elo pment Department) 
serio u sly qu esti o n s 
the 
integrity , fo resight, o r the 
ability o f e ngin ee rs o r 
eco no mists who hav e planned 
su ch mo v es.

“ . . . witho u t regard fo r air 
traffic safety .” 
Hall said he telepho ned 
Randall Wednesday afterno o n. 
In that co nv ersatio n, he said, 
Randall repo rted there was a

enco u ragement as a resu lt o f 
effo rts to sto p the F’AA fro m 
clo sing the statio n 
Po wer to Facility 
Hall said he po inted o u t that 
Geo rge Ray , manager o f the 
Central Misso u ri Electrical Co ­ 
o perativ e, which pro v ides the 
VOR statio n with po wer, had 
no t receiv ed no tificatio n o f 
disco ntinu ance. Hall said the co ­ 
o p had a co ntract requ iring 30 
day s no tice befo re clo sing o f a 
statio n. He indicated, ho wev er, 
that Randall did no t seem to 
feel this was any intimatio n o f 
the FAA’s plans. 
Hall also had a co py o f a 
letter fro m Richard H Icho rd, 
co ngressman fro m the Eighth 
Misso u ri District, which stated 
that Icho rd had been wo rking 
with Randall o n the issu e. 
The letter, addressed to 
J.Leo Hay o bb o f the Marshall 
Chamber o f Co mmerce, said, in 
part, Icho rd has ” . . . ho pe that 
we will be able to sav e the 
statio n.” 
No thing Firm Yet 
The VOR statio n was to be 
clo sed Ju ly 20. Acco rding to 
H a l l , 
R a n d a l l 
s a i d 
Wednesday :“! do n’t kno w that 
the cau se is IcKt. They may 
ex tend fo r 30 day s, bu t that isn’t 
o fficial.” What pro mpted the 
FAA rev ersal in po sitio n was 
no t kno wn. 
There seems no immediate 
end to the div isio n in tho u ght o n 
the issu e, bu t the Randall and 
Sedalia gro u ps are co ntinu ing to 
argu e the case. Hall said the 
discu ssio n wo u ld co ntinu e as 
lo ng as there seems so me ho pe 
the statio n co u ld be kept. 
The basic pu rpo se o f the 
statio n is to help gu ide aircraft 
u sing instru ment nav igatio n to 
their landing places. Sev eral 
large lo cal manu factu rers u se 
su ch planes and these, 
acco rding to Hall, wo u ld no t be 
able to land here witho u t the 
VOR statio n at Blackwater.

“We are go ing to set fo rth the 
need fo r dev elo ping pro grams 
that do no t bring ‘relief’ to peo ­ 
ple — bu t do bring po wer,” said 
Dr. Nathan W. Wright Jr., co n­ 
ference chairman and directo r 
o f u rban wo rk fo r the Episco pal 
dio cese o f Newark. 


“This is go ing to cau se a great 
deal o n debate and stir in many , 
many circles,” he said in an 
interv iew. The black po wer 
slo gan sent the civ il rights 
mo v ement into div isiv e debate 
o v er its meaning and effect 
when it was seized as a rally ing 
cry o n the 1966 Mississippi civ il 
rights march. 


Wright, articu lating his v iew, 
said Negro es mu st first “set 
their o wn ho u se in o rder.” The 
ro o ts o f their pro blems, he said, 
“are to be fo u nd in the altitu des 
and lack o f ho pe within the Ne­ 
gro co mmu nity ”

HENDERSONVILLE,

(AP) — The newly named sec­ 
retary o f the Nav y , bu siness 
ex ecu tiv es, their wiv es and at 
least 10 children were amo ng K 
perso ns killed in the flaming 
co llisio n o f a big jet airliner and 
a small priv ate plane. 
A spo kesman fo r the Federal 
Av iatio n Administratio n said 
the small twin-engine priv ate 
plane “was abo u t 12 miles so u th 
o f where it sho u ld hav e been,” 
in the crash Wednesday o v er 
western No rth Caro lina mo u n­ 
tains. 
Wreckage and bo dies sho w­ 
ered do wn wer a wide stretch 
o f the reso rt area near the city 
o f Henderso nv ille in tlw Blu e 
Ridge fo o thills. 
The main part o f the airliner 
mi^ed a cro wded y o u th camp 
by o nly 50 y ards. 
No o ne o n either plane su r­ 
v iv ed. 
There apparently was no 
warning befo re the crash, wit­ 
nesses said. 


The smaller craft swept o u t o f 
the mo u ntain haze and ripped a 
hu ge gash in the airliner’s side. 
The smaller plane blew u p, 
so me o f it welded to the fu se­ 
lage o f the bigger craft. 


The co llisio n o ccu red at 12:01 
p.m., ju st three minu tes after 
the Piedmo nt Airlines 7 27 , 
carry ing 7 4 passengers and a 
crew o f fiv e, to o k o ff fro m the 
Ashev ille airpo rt en ro u te fro m 
Atlanta to Washingto n.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Un­ 
dersecretary of State Nicholas 
Katzer.bach says the adminis­ 
tration is “ taking a good hard 
look” at its role as a major sup­ 
plier in the world’s spiralihg 
arms taffic. 
But Katzenbach cautioned: 
“ That doesn’t necessarily mean 
it thinks it’s been wrong in the 
past, or that anything’s going to 
change overnight. It’s an awful­ 
ly complicated problem—one 
that involves different kinds of 
problems in different parts of 
the world.” 
The 
administration’s arms 
export policy has come in for 
increasing congressional criti­ 
cism since the six-day Middle 
East war. Senators have talked 
of legislative restrictions on 
arms sales to potentially explo­ 
sive areas. A House committee 
is scrutinizing the role of the 
Export-lmport 
Bank 
in 
fi­ 
nancing secret arms deals. 
So far. Pentagon and State 
Department sources indicate, 
there has been no hint of a ma­ 
jor change in the policy under 
which the United States has 
sold or given away $46.1 billion 
in military hardware since 1949. 
The business-as-usual atmos­ 
phere continues despite two 
government-financed reports by 
a private consulting organiza­ 
tion that indicate: 
—The weapons used in virtu­ 
ally every one of a dozen re­ 
gional conflicts since World War 
II have come from outside 
sources—primarily the arsenals 
of the United States, the Soviet 
Union, 
Great 
Britain 
and 
France. 
—While more nations will 
begin producing their own hard­ 
ware in the next decade, “ the 
majority of local conflicts will 
be fought primarily with im­ 
ported weapons.” 
—The introduction of 
weapons into already tense 
regional situations has not 
infrequently “ provoked or 
hastened the outbreak of 
fighting.” 
—The end of one regional con­ 
flict usually is the signal for a 
renewed arms buildup that 
leads almost inevitably to fur­ 
ther fighting at a more danger­ 
ous level. 
—Unless there is cooperation 


among major powers to curtail 
arms deliveries, arms traffic 
will continue to a point where, 
for example, strategic ballistic 
missiles may be d e p l o y e d 
through the Middle East by the 
early 1970s. 
The reports were prepared by 
Browne

Shaw

Corp., of Waltham, Mass., a 
regular Defense Department 
consultant. In “ Project Diffu­ 
sion,” a study of the wold wide 
spread of combat planes and 
missiles, the organization con­ 
cluded “ the most pressing prob­ 
lem of U.S. military export con­ 
trol policy is the establishment 
of a more uniform view within 
the government.

Tightens 
Security 
Checks 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)-The 
Air Force has tightened secu rity 
regu lations cov ering officers 
and enlisted men chosen to 
work arou nd 
P re sid e nt 
Johnson. 
It said in response to q u es­ 
tions that “this change was a 
normal periodic rev ision and 
was not prompted by any speci­ 
fic secu rity iiKident.” 
The tightening action came in 
an Air Force docu ment issu ed 
Ju ly 6 ov er the signatu re of 
Gen. J.P. McConnell, Air Force 
chief of staff. It req u ires that 
national agency checks on Air 
Force men being considered for 
assignment to what is called 
“presidential su pport activ ity ” 
will be renewed if su ch a check 
is more than one y ear old. 
Prev iou sly , a two-y ear inter­ 
v al was permitted, 
A national agency check in­ 
v olv es q u ery ing v ariou s gov ern­ 
ment agencies su ch as the FBI, 
military intelligence and the 
CIA to determine whether there 
is any deri^atory information 
of a secu rity natu re relating to 
the man in q u estion. 
The rev ised regu lation also 
r^u ires the wife of a man 
picked for assignment arou nd 
the President to be a U.S. citi­ 
zen. Hitherto, only the man had 
to be an American citizen. 
The regu lation cov ers all Air 
Force personnel aligned to 
“du ties that inv olv e their regu ­ 
lar or freq u ent u nescorted entry 
to presidential facilities, modes 
of transportation or activ ities.” 
Among these are aircraft 
technicians and crews, commu ­ 
nications installation or repair 
specialists, aircraft refu eling 
personnel and the like. 
The secu rity req u irements 
ex tend to members of the Air 
Force honor gu ard, who some­ 
times line u p at the ramp of the 
presidential airplane, and mem­ 
bers of Air Force bands and 
other mu sical grou ps which 
sometimes entertain where the 
President is on hand.

To Push 
Medicare 
Tax Hike 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Hou se Way s and Means Com­ 
mittee plans to pu sh for a hike 
in the pay roll tax for medicare 
to meet sky rocketing increases 
in hospital and medical costs. 
That’s the word from congres­ 
sional sou rces, who indicated 
Wednesday gov ernment esti­ 
mates of hikes in su ch costs 
were off better than 100 per 
cent. 
The committee originally be­ 
liev ed President Johason’s plan 
to ex tend medicare to the disa­ 
bled as well as aged cou ld be 
accomplished by u pping the 
tax able base of an indiv idu al’s 
income from $6 ,6 00 to $7,800. 
Bu t sou rces said the panel has 
fou nd that hospital charges, ex ­ 
pected to ju mp abou t 7 per cent 
a y ear, instead are climbing at a 
15 per cent rate. 
Sou rces said the panel infor­ 
mally has decided on a Social 
Secu rity tax boost eq u iv alent of 
fou r-tenths of one per cent on 
the tax base of $7,800, half paid 
by the employ er, half by the 
employ e. 
As the committee grappled 
with Social Secu rity , Hou se Re­ 
pu blican Leader Gerald R. 
Ford — speaking a day after 
President Johnson renewed his 
bid for an income tax hike — 
said the increase cou ld be 
av oided by slashing spending.^

Million More Of Them! 


Spare the Rod? 


Demographers—professional people count­ 
ers—are happy about the nation’s steadily 
declining birth rate, which this y ear will 
reach a record low. 
But, 
characteristically , 
they 
unhappily 
warn that it’s too early to celebrate our 
escape from becoming a totally urbanized, 
congested nation. 
We are continuing to grow in numbers. 
Sometime around J anuary 1, 196 8, U.S. pop­ 
ulation will reach 200 million. Ev en taking 
into account the falling birth rate (the 
number of liv e births per thousand of popu­ 
lation), one estimate is that at the turn of 
the century it will be 34 0 million. 
One reason for the present birth rate 
decline, according to Dav id Goldberg, Uni­ 
v ersity of Michigan sociologist, is the numeri­ 
cal 
disproportion 
between 
marriageable 
y oung women and marriageable y oung men. 
Most women marry between 18 and 21, 
and they generally marry men between 21 
and 24 . But since 1956 , there hav e been 
fewer men than women looking for them. 
Today , there are about one million more 
women than men in these age categories, 
say s Goldberg. 
But this imbalance will disappear as the 
boy s born in the baby boom 10 to 20 y ears 
ago become av ailable. In fact, the imbalance 
will be rev ersed in the 198 0s and we may 
v ery well see an upsurge in the birth rate. 
As Robert C. Cook of the Population Refer­ 
ence Bureau puts it, “ It is these boom babies 
who are now coming to the reproductiv e 
roost.” 
Another factor giv ing the demographers 
pause is the preference ex pressed by Ameri­ 
can women in v arious polls for a family of 
slightly more than three children. 
If American women really do av erage 3.5 
children from now to the end of the century , 
U.S. population would double to 4 00 million. 
"Nearly all parents,” say s Cook, “ ridicule 
the idea that hav ing one additional child 
could contribute to a national calamity . Yet 
this is the situation today .” 


Back to Cash- and- Discount 


For people who feel left out—or would 
like to get out—of the national credit card 
splurge, a retired policeman in Blue Island, 
111., thinks he has come up with just the 
ticket—uh, card. An “ anticredit card,” that 
is. 
Called the “ 100 per cent Down Plan,” the 
card entitles the ikarer to a fiv e per cent 
discount for any cash purchase of $5 or more 
in stores honoring the card. 
Edward J . 
Hay es, originator of the copy righted plan, 
believ es merchants will gladly giv e the dis­ 
count because they will be getting their 
money right away , their bookkeeping will be 
simplified and there will be no middleman 
charges. 
Adv antages to holders of the lifetime cards 
include no bills at the end of the month, no 
interest or carry ing charges and no danger 
if the card is lost or stolen. 
Hay es is asking a dollar for the card, but 
if y ou pay cash y ou can knock oft a nickel. 


Sleep vs. Late TV 


Late night telev ision watching may be 
doomed by , of all t h i n gs , the supersize 
mattress. 
According to a surv ey gleefully reported 
by one mattress maker, many dev otees of 
the late-late shows reduce their nighttime 
telev ision v iewing after they switch to a king- 
size bed. 
Many people dislike going to bed because 
it’s just plain uncomfortable, say s the com­ 
pany . The v iewers’ remedy is to stay up as 
late as they can in hopes they will get sleepy 
enough that they won’t care how poor the 
bed is. Thus telev ision watching into the 
small hours is often more a matter of poor 
sleeping than an interesting show.

To ward the climax o f the lo n g hassle, y o u n g 
Rep . Jo hn Din gell o f Detro it, a Demo cratic 
champ io n o f Lab o r, cu rsed in referrin g to the 
p o sitio n o f Sen . Way n e Mo rse. D-Ore., leader o f 
the Sen ate co n ferees. 
Chairman Harley Staggers, D-W.Va., rap p ed 
fo r o rder, an d Sen . Jen n in gs Ran do lp h, D-W.Va., 
admo n ished his fello w Demo crat. 
“I kn o w y o u ’re all ex cited, Jo hn , b u t Sen ato r 
Mo rse is do in g what he thin ks b est,” he said. 
On e o f the issu es which sen t o ff Din gell’s 
temp er b ey o n d the b o ilin g p o in t was the fact that 
the Ho u se had av o ided takin g a ro ll call o n the 
issu e o f co mp u lso ry arb itratio n while the Sen ate 
had taken ro ll call after ro ll call o n ev ery p hase o f 
the b ill.

Soviet Is Losing Its Shirt 
In Egypt, Hanoi and Cuba

NEW YORK (NEA) 
Russia finally learned the hard way what the United States 
has long known—that one likes a meddling rich uncle only 
when he writes his last will and testament. 
Consider Moscow’s problems with Nasser’s Egy pt and Fidel 
Castro’s Cuba. With North Vietnam, these are Russia’s most 
costly clients. 
Ev en by conserv ativ e estimates the Kremlin spent some 
$3 billion to arm and feed Egy pt. But Nasser alway s resented 
Sov iet agents who tried to meddle in his internal affairs. 
Considerable ev idence now indicates that Egy pt’s dictator 
ignored Moscow’s counsel when he sparked the Middle East­ 
ern conflict by blockading the Gulf of Aqaba. In four short 
day s Russia’s $3 billion went up in smoke in the Sinai desert 
and Sov iet policy in the Middle East lay in ruins. 
Russia’s trouble with Castro’s Cuba is more proof that 
“ wars of national liberation” and proletarian international­ 
ism are an ex tremely ex pensiv e and frustrating business. 
The Kremlin leaders themselv es hav e hinted recently that 
Moscow’s subsidies to Castro amounted to about $300 million 
a y ear. This calculation did not include the cost of arms 
supplies. 
Yet when Premier Kosy gin went to Cuba after his Glass- 
boro meeting with President J ohnson he was treated to a 
v ery frigid reception. No citizens lined the streets of Hav ana 
to cheer him as they did in Glassboro. 
Only after Kosy gin agreed to increase Russian economic 
aid to Cuba and not to meddle in Castro’s rev olutionary 
affairs did Hav ana’s bearded dictator call out school children 
to wav e little Sov iet flags for the departing premier. 
Howev er, Castro is not easily appeased. He still refuses to 
stop biting the Sov iet hand that feeds him. As far as Ca^ro 
is concerned the Russians are still cramping his rev olution­ 
ary sty le. In this, incidentally , he agrees entirely with Red 
China’s Mao Tse-tung. 
Tlie Russians, in the 5 0 y ears of the ex istence of their 
Communist dictatorship, nev er let rev olutionary ideology 
interfere with the national interests of the Sov iet state. They 
thus tried, among other things, to dev elop and ex pand eco­ 
nomic trade with Latin America. But Moscow reckoned 
without Fidel Castro. 
Last March the Cuban dictator, in an undisguised attack 
on Russia, condemned those who trade with ‘‘oligarchic” 
regimes in Latin America. 
“ What would North Vietnam say if we, rev olutionary Cuba, 
traded with South Vietnam? ” Castro asked. 
Pointing an accusing finger at Moscow, he said: “ Whoev er 
helps the oligarchs is helping the war of repression against 
the people. Not ev ery thing which is red in the world is 
rev olutionary .” 
Like Red China, the Red Cuban leader in effect told the 
Red Russians that they were false Marx ist-Leninists. 
Did Kosy gin change Castro’s mind during his sojourn in 
Cuba? 
J udging by Castro’s unbridled attacks on the pro-Russian 
Communist party of Venezuela and the stepped-up guerrilla 
warfare in Boliv ia and other Latin-American countries, the 
Sov iet premier’s counsel of caution and moderation fell on 
deaf ears. 
Indeed, ev en as he asked for more economic and military 
aid, Castro told the Russians not to meddle in his rev olution­ 
ary affairs. 
The fact is that in Cuba as in Egy pt and North Vietnam 
the political return on the Russian tax pay er’s rubles can only 
be described as highly inadequate. 
The U.S. tax pay er long has been accustomed to that fact 
of life.

Tho se n eighb o rs will b e 
there a lo n g time. 
When Chin a has the b o mb fu lly dev elo p ed, an d 
the missiles to carry it, the b alan ce o f p o wer in Asia 
will chan ge, an d p erhap s chan ge in the wo rld. 
Therefo re, it can affo rd cy n k?ally to sit idly b y while 
the Vietn amese war go es o n . 
Su p p o se the No rth Vietn amese are fo rced to 
withdraw l>y the American fo rces. An d, su p p o se 
fu rther, with Amerk.*an help So u th Vietn am then 
creates a n o n -Co mmu n ist, demo cratic go v ern men t. 
This co u ld last fo r so me y ears —b u t o n ly so lo n g 
as the missile-lo aded Chin ese fo u n d it co n ­ 
v en ien t—u n til Chin a decided it was time to mo v e in , 
either directly o r in directly with lo cal Co mmu n ist 
fo rces. 
Wo u ld the Un ited States then b e willin g to risk an 
ato mk: war with Chin a fo r So u th Vietn am? Or b y 
then thro u gh fear an d fatigu e wo u ld So u th Vietn am 
b e far mo re ready to accep t Co mmu n ist 
do min atio n . 
If this hap p en s, then all o f this co u n try ’s sacrifices 
fo r Vietn am in these day s will hav e b een fo r 
n o thin g. 
Or su p p o se a n u clear Chin a b egan p ressu rin g the 
o ther n eighb o rs aro u n d its v ast p erimeter. Wo u ld 
their p resen t resistan ce to co mmu n ism, stro n g 
to day when the Un ited States an d n o t Red Chin a is 
the n u clear p o wer, then melt? 
It seems o b v io u s that as Chin a gro ws in n u clear 
stren gth the v ario u s lo cal Co mmu n ist p arties within 
Chin a’s n eighb o rs will feel stren gthen ed an d 
b eco me mo re activ e. 
The b est ho p e fo r this co u n try is that a mo re 
reaso n ab le gro u p will take o v er Red Chin a’s lead­ 
ership when the fan atics o f Mao ’s gen eratio n die o ff. 
At b est this is o n ly a ho p e, an d may b e n o t a so u n d 
o n e.

Why not for ou td oor meals? 
Hot su mmer d ay s signal the 
beginning of the ou td oor 
cooking season. Selecting the 
meat is one concern of the 
family food bu y er. This y ear, 
with red meat p rices on the 
u p trend , tu rkey will be the 
choice of many ou td oor cooks. 
Tu rkey can stretch the food 
d ollar and p rov id e good eating 
for su mmer meals. Right now 
there are record large stocks 
of frozen tu rkey s. 
N u tritiv e v alu e: Tu rkey 
lead s the list of lean meats in 
high p rotein content. In 
ad d ition, it is the highest 
sou rce of the imp ortant B 
v i t a m i n s , 
ni a c i n and 
riboflav in. 
R ecent tests 
c om p l e t e d at C or ne l l 
Univ ersity establish tu rkey as 
highest in p rotein and lowest 
in cholesterol of all other 
p ou ltry and red meats ex cep t 
v eal. The same tests rev ealed 
that tu rkey meat is ex tremely 
low in calories, althou gh it 
contains su fficient fat for 
tend erness and p alatability . 
Storage: Tu rkey is u su ally 
frozen and shou ld be stored in 
the freezer u ntil read y to 
d efrost and u se. Thawing time 
v aries wid ely , d ep end ing on 
the size of the bird , or p ieces, 
and the method u sed . Thawing 
a t r oom t e m p e r a t u r e , 
u n w r a p p e d , 
is 
not 
recommend ed becau se of the 
p ossibility of contamination. 
R ecom m end ed p roced u re 
(No. 1 ) is thawing in the 
refrigerator, in the original 
wrap , on a tray . This req u ires 
one 
to 
th r e e 
d a y s . 
Recom m end ed p roced u re 
(No. 2) is to thaw the bird , 
still in its original water tight 
wrap u nd er cold ru nning 
water, or immersed in cold 
water. This req u ires three to 
fou r hou rs for the ffy er- 
roaster, and six to sev en hou rs 
for the larger bird s. - ' 
Grilled tu rkey ’ p ieces: A 
fou r to sev en p ou nd tu rkey is 
best for grilling. Tu rkey s 
weighing near sev en p ou nd s 
shou ld be cu t u p as follows; 
two wings, two d ru msticks, 
two thighs, fou r p ieces breast, 
two p ieces back. The smaller 
bird s can be cu t into halv es or 
q u arters.

Tod ay , whip p ed p rod u cts can 
be mad e from sterilized 
whip p ing cream, cream or 
v egetable oil-based liq u id s in 
p r e s s u r i z e d c a ns , d r y 
v egetable oil-based mix ed , 
frozen v egetable oil-based 
liq u id s, ev ap orated milk and 
nonfat d ry milk, as well as 
from p a s t eu r i zed heav y 
cream. Each v aries in cost, 
conv enience, caloric content 
and ch aracteristics of a 
whip p ed p rod u ct. To make a 
wise d ecision at the market, 
we need to know something 
abou t 
these 
p rod u cts. 
W h i p p i ng 
C r e a m : 
Pasteu rized heav y cream will 
d ou ble to trip le in v olu me 
when whip p ed . So an 8 -ou nce 
(half-p int) container y ield s 
two to three cu p s of whip p ed 
c r e a m. 
When cold and 
whip p ed in a chilled bowl, it 
whip s easily withou t other 
ingred ients to form a p rod u ct 
that is smooth, thick and 
glossy . Su gar and other 
flav orings may be ad d ed . The 
p r i m a r y a d v a nt a ge of 
whip p ed heav y cream is its 
flav or. On the other hand , 
heav y cream has a relativ ely 
high cost and calorie cou nt, 
imp ortant p oints to those 
watching their bu d get or 
weight. There are abou t 25 
calories p er tablesp oon of 
whip p ed cream. 
Whip p ed Top p ing 
and 
Cream in Pressu rized Cans: 
Aerosol cans contain whip p ed 
top p ings, these are tru e 
conv enience food s. Simp ly 
remov e the can from the 


refrigerator, shake it, and 
sq u irt ou t the top p ing. A 
harmless gas or mix tu re of 
gases is d issolv ed in the 
cream u nd er p ressu re. The 
cream is whip p ed when the 
p rop ellant gas ex p and s as the 
cream is released throu gh the 
nozzle. The flu ffy foam is not 
as stable as whip p ed heav y 
cream. Becau se of this, the 
top p ing shou ld be released 
ju st before serv ing. The cost 
of p ackaging and ad d ing the 
p rop ellant makes p ressu rized 
cans of cream and top p ing 
more ex p ensiv e than other 
whip p ed p rod u cts. 
Pressu rized cans of whip p ing 
cream sell for more than 
p ressu rized v egetable oil- 
based top p ing. It is imp ossible 
for the entire contents to be 
ex p elled from the p ressu rized 
can—often 10 to 25 p er cent of 
the contents remain in the 
can. Many comp anies fill the 
cans with enou gh liq u id so 
that the net weight shown on 
the can shou ld eq u al * the 
d isp ensable contents. Caloric 
content is not ind icated bu t 
estimates hav e been mad e at 
ap p rox imately 20 calories p er 
tablesp oon. 
Whip p ed top p ing mix ed are 
d ry and are whip p ed with milk 
and v anilla to form a v ery 
stable foam. Their whip ability 
is u niform, resists “ weep ing” 
or collap sing, and can be 
frozen and thawed withou t 
b r e a kd ow n. Th e ma ny 
ingred ients in the top p ing are 
listed on the p ackage in 
d e s c e n d i n g or d e r of 
p rominence. These mix es are 
sold in box es containing foil 
env elop es of the mix . A 2 to 
2Vz ou nce p acket of mix 
whip p ed with Vz to two-third s 
cu p of milk will y ield abou t 2 
to 2% cu p s of top p ing. 
Conv enience may be an 
ad v antage to this item. The 
u nop ened env elop es hav e a 
long shelf life. Once whip p ed 
they will hold for a d ay or so 
in the refrigerator. Calories

Ev ap orated milk can be 
whip p ed , u nd ilu ted , if it is 
v ery cold . For best resu lts 
p lace the bowl of milk in the

The v olu me 
increases 2 to 3 times. The 
whip p ed p rod u ct is not v ery 
stable so shou ld be u sed as 
soon as p ossible.

Cream, whip p ed this 
way , can ev en be p u t throu gh 
p astry tu be for sp ecial 


d ecorativ e effect and will hold 
its shap e for hou rs. Won’t 
q u ickly soak into cake or 
p u d d ing. 
Freezing whip p ed cream; 
Can it be frozen? If y ou hav e 
whip p ed more cream than y ou 
need at the moment, freeze 
what is left for fu tu re u se. 
Here’s How: Place a lay er of 
wax ed p ap er or foil on baking 
sheet and d rop mou nd s of 
whip p ed cream onto it. Set the 
whole thing, u ncov ered , into 
the freezer u ntil the cream is 
frozen solid . Then q u ickly 
remov e each mou nd with cold 
sp atu la and d rop at once into 
p lastic bag or other moistu re- 
v ap or-p roof container.

Tony Conigliaro is back in 
uniform—a baseball uniform— 
and has the Boston Red Sox 
marching steadily toward the

Leag u e. 
The right-handed slugger, 
counting cadence with his bat. 
has been driling baseball off 
walls and over them since re­ 
turning from two-week Army 
Reserve summer camp. 


The surprising Red Sox took 
another step Tuesday night as 
Conigliaro slammed two triples 
and a double, powering E(»ton 
to a 6-4 victory over Baltimore 
and moving the Sox IV2 games 
from league-leading Chicago. 
The White Sox made it possi­ 
ble by losing to California 5-2, 
their third straight defeat. 
Boston also pulled within a 
half-game of second-place Min­ 
nesota, which fell again to Kan­ 
sas City, 9-6. 
In other American League 
games, Washington beat Detroit 
4-2 and Cleveland halted the 
New York Yankees 5-2. 
In the National League, St. 
Louis overcame Cincinnati 3-2 
in 12 innings, Pittsburgh nipped

New Opera Usually Oldfashioned Matter 


NEW YORK (AP) - Modern 
opera usually sounds just that— 
modem, its atonality hurting 
ears attuned to “La Boheme” 
Despite its sound, however, 
modern opera usually is old- 
fashioned in subject matter. 
Fo r 
in stan ce, 
the 
Metropolitan Opera gave two 
world premieres this past 
season, one about Cleopatra, 
the other the Greek Electra 
story as reset in New England 
by playwright Eugene O’Neill. 


The Boston Opera premiered 
an opera about Moses, and the 
Washington Opera one about 
the 6th century Count Momar- 
zo. 
But in Germany the Hamburg 
State Opera commissioned an 
opera for last season from New 
York-born Gunthere Schuller 
and he went present-day all the 
way. He wrote modern serial 
music mixed with cool, antisep­ 
tic jazz and his own libretto, 
making his protagonist a Negro 
in the American South, and us­ 
ing Franz Kafka’s plot of “The 
Trial.’’ 
They loved it in Hamburg at" 
its world premiere last fall, be­ 
stowing 51 curtain calls. But at 
this summer’s American pre­ 
miere by the visiting Hamburg 
company, the boos were louder 
than the cheers. The San Fran­ 
cisco Opera will do the work, 
titled “The Visitation,’’ in the 
fall. 
The music in Schuller’s first 
opera sounded exciting to 
critics in Hamburg; amateurish 
to critics in New York. But 
weighing heavier than the 
music seemed to be how “The 
Visitation’’ came across as 
theater. It was obviously more 
effective 
in Hamburg. 
In New York, where plays 
about Negro-white relationships 
abound and Kafka doesn’t, 
“The Visitation’’ was viewed as 
a attempt to show race hatred, 
and it was derided as naive. 


Now they’re seeing the real 
thing—6 to 10 inches above the 
knee. And the psychedelic col­ 
ors seem as surprising as the 
brevity in the drab Moscow set- 
tin g . 
One girl at a film festival 
party wore a crocheted, see- 
through “ dress’’ of bathing-suit 
proportions over a body-stock­ 
ing. Even the movie stars, not 
to mention people from the 
comparatively sophisticated So­ 
viet 
cultural 
scene, 
were 
shocked. 
Less sophisticated, less world­ 
ly Muscovites are not taking this 
invasion calmly. 
The 
babushka—the 
word 
means grandmother but applies 
to any little old Russian woman 
—in Gorky Park was not alone. 
An Australian girl and anoth­ 
er babushka were seen in a tug- 
of-war all the way across a

broad, busy street. The old 
woman was trying to pull the 
girl’s hem down to her knees 
and the girl was frantically 
trying to escape. 
Will the secretive Russians, 
who rejected Western “ open 
skies’’ and disarmament inspec­ 
tion plans, yield to inspection of 
the upper legs? 
Some of the younger tourists 
from such Communist countries 
as Poland and Czechoslovakia 


are wearing minis. Russian girls 
are envious—and experi­ 
menting. 
The New York audience 
laughed at unintended places, 
on hearing a too-obvious re­
